9. UN MEETINGS NOV. 30 
1 . GA PLENARY - PALESTINE QUESTION 

REPRESENTATIVES OF KUWAIT, YUGOSLAVIA AND CHINA EXPRESSED 
VIEWS NOV. 29 AS THE GA CONTINUED DEBATE ON THE QUESTION OF 
PALESTINE. THE LIST OF SPEAKERS IS TO BE CLOSED AT 6:00 
P.M., NOV. 30. 

BISHARA (KUWAIT) SAID. "NO PALESTINIAN STATE IN 
PALESTINE MEANS NO PEACE. NO PEACE IN THE AREA MEANS 
DESTRUCTION TO BOTH SIDES.' 1 THE PLO HAD ACCEPTED THE US/ 

SOVIET STATEMENT ON RECONVENING THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. 

BUT THERE WAS A LIMIT BEYOND WHICH THE PLO COULD NOT GO. 

HOW, HE ASKED, COULD THE PEOPLE OF PALESTINE BE ASKED TO 
ACCEPT SC RESOLUTION 242, WHICH RELEGATED THEM TO THE 
STATUS OF REFUGEES? HE SAID THE POWERFUL ZIONIST MACHINERY 
IN THE US COULD BLUR THE REALITY OF THE PROBLEM FOR 
SOME TIME BUT NOT FOREVER. THE GA COULD NOT IGNORE ITS 
RESOLUTIONS 194 OR 3236. THE WEST BANK AND GAZA WERE BEING 
"MAULED BY JEWISH SETTLERS," AND BISHARA SAW NO REASON 
FOR OPTIMISM. THE AREA WAS HEADING FOR TROUBLE AND NOBODY 
WOULD BE IMMUNE FROM THE CONSEQUENCES. 

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) STATED THAT IT WAS INDISPENSABLE 

TO ENSURE FULL PLO PARTICIPATION IN ALL NEGOTIATIONS ON THE 
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PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM AND 
THE PALESTINE QUESTION. THE LEGAL BASIS FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF BOTH THE ISRAELI AND THE PALESTINIAN 
STATES WAS THE SAME - THE GA PARTITION RESOLUTION. THE 
ARGUMENTS, HE SAID, ADVANCED BY ISRAEL FOR ITS STAND 
WERE UNFOUNDED. 

CHEN CHU (CHINA), AFTER PAYING "HIGH TRIBUTE TO THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WHO HARE ENGAGED IN HEROIC STRUGGLES,” 
DECLARED THAT THE TWO SUPERPOWERS WERE TRYING TO OUTDO 
EACH OTHER IN CLAMORING FOR "A COMPREHENSIVE SETTLEMENT" 

ON THE MIDDLE EAST, BUT IN THEIR HEARTS NEITHER OF THEM 
WANTED A GENUINE SETTLEMENT. THEY WERE SACRIFICING 
THE INTERESTS OF THE PALESTINIAN AND OTHER ARAB PEOPLES 
TO THIS END, AND ABETTING THE ISRAELI ZONISTS. ONE SUPERPOWER 
WAS VERY ACTIVE IN EXPLOITING THE TEMPORARY DIFFERENCES 
AMONG THE PALESTINIANS AND THE ARABS AND HAD DONE ITS UTMOST 
TO SOW DISSENSION AMONG THEM AND DISRUPT THEIR UNITY. 
REFERRING TO EGYPTIAN AND SUDANESE ABROGATION OF THEIR 
TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP WITH A SUPERPOWER, CHEN SAID THESE 
JUST ACTIONS DEALT POWERFUL BLOWS AT THIS SUPERPOWER S 
WILD AMBITION TO CONTROL THE RED SEA AREA AND COMINATE 
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THE MIDDLE EAST. IN THE FINAL ANALYSIS, THE PALESTINIANS 
AND ALL OTHER ARAB PEOPLE, AND NOT THE ONE OR TWO 
SUPERPOWERS, WOULD DECIDE THE DESTINY OF THE MIDDLE EAST. 
CHINA STOOD ON THE SIDE OF THE PALESTINIAN AND OTHER ARAB 
PEOPLES AND FIRMLY SUPPORTED THEIR STRUGGLE AGAINST 
ISRAELI ZIONISM AND SUPERPOWER HEGEMONISM. 
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2. CAIRO CONFERENCE - 

SYG WALDHEIM INFORMED CORRESPONDENTS THAT HE INTENDED 
TO DESIGNATE GEN. SIILASVUO, CHIEF COORDINATOR OF UN PEACE- 
KEEPING OPERATIONS IN THE MIDDLE EAST, TO BE PRESENT AT 
THE CAIRO CONFERENCE. BECAUSE THE CAIRO MEETING PROBABLY 
WILL HAVE LIMITED PARTICIPATION, THE SYG SUGGESTED HOLD- 
ING A PREPARATORY MEETING AT UN HEADQUARTERS OR OTHER 
GENERALLY AGREED VENUE OF ALL THOSE INVITED TO THE CAIRO 
MEETING IN ORDER TO FACILITIATE CONVENING OF AN EARLY 
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CONSTRUCTIVE CONFERENCE IN GENEVA. (USUN 5064)

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3. SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE— TSR AET .1 PRACTICES 

ON NOV 29, COMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS DEBATE ON ISRAELI 
PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES ADOTING THREE DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS: L.14, 114(US)-1 (ISRAEL); L.16, 83-1 (ISRAEL )- 
33 (US); L.17, 84-2 (US, ISRAEL)-30. 

NEUGEBAUER (GDR), CHAIRMAN, SAID L.14 DID NOT CARRY ANY 
FINANCIAL IMPLLIC ATION S FOR UN BUDGET. LAWS ON, REPRESENTATIVE 
ON CONTROLLER, SAID THERE WOULD BE NO FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS 
AT THIS TIME WITH REGARD TO L.16, BUT AS TO OP PARA 4 AND 5 
IMPLICATIONS WOULD HAVE TO BE CONSIDERED WHEN NECESSARY. 

ON L.17, ASSUMING SPECIAL COMMITTEE WANTED TO FOLLOW 
SIMILAR PATTERN OF WORK IN 1978, AS IT HAD SINCE 
ITS INCEPTION, THE IMPLICATIONS WOULD BE $138,000. EXTRA 
COSTS WOULD HAVE TO BE DETERMINED WHEN THEY AROSE. THERE 
WAS ALSO A POTENTIAL COST OF $335,000, UNDER (CONFERENCE 
SERVICES). 

NAJAR (ISRAEL) EXPLAINED HIS VOTE ON THREE RESOLUTIONS: 

L.14 WAS UNNECESSARY, ISRAEL WOULD VOTE AGAINST L.16 
ON GROUNDS OF JURISDICTION. QUNEITRA HAD BEEN IN SYRIAN 
HADS SINCE 1974, AND IT SHOULD BE TAKEN OUT OF THE 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE'S MANDATE. IT WAS UNACCEPTABLE FOR 
THE UN TO BEAR THE COSTS OF SYRIA'S CLAIMS. GA HAD NO 
GENERAL AUTHORITY AT ALL IN THIS AREA. ANY RECOMMENDATION. 
THEREFORE, WOULD BE VALUELESS. ISRAEL WOULD VOTE AGAINST 
L.17. ISRAEL REJECTED SCORNFULLY AND INDIGNANTLY THE 
SLANDEOROUS ALLEGATIONS OF TORTURE. THE CONTENTS AND 
LANGUAGE OF CONDEMNATION IN OP PARA 4 WERE UNFOUNDED. 

SIBAHI (SYRIA) SAID SYRIA WOULD BE HAPPY IF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMITTEE MEMBERS WOULD VISIT SYRIA, INCLUDING QUNEITRA, 
WHICH WAS A MARTYRED CITY. 

GFENS (BELGIUM), SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF EEC, SAID 

THE NINE BELIEVED THE FOURTH GENEVA CONVENTION APPLIED TO 

THE OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES, SO THEY WOULD SUPPORT 

L.14. BUT WOULD ABSTAIN ON L.16 AND L.17, BECAUSE 

OF RESERVATIONS THEY HELD. NINE DID NOT BELIEVE CONDEMNATION 
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OF ISRAEL WAS WARRANTED, IN THE ABSENCE OF FIRM EVIDENCE. 

CAMPBELL (CANADA), SPEAKING IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE ON 
L.17, SAID GENEVA CONVENTION APPLIED TO THE OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES, BUT OP PARA 4 AND 5 OF DRAFT RESOLUTION 
MADE ALLEGATIONS AGAINST IRAEL WHICH HAD NOT BEEN 
PROVEN. HIS DELEGATION ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT 
CERTAIN ASPECTS OF THE REPORT. 

OGATA (JAPAN) SAID JAPAN BELIVED THE MAIN CAUSE OF THE PROBLEM 
WAS ISRAEL'S CONTINUED OCCUPATION OF ARAB TERRITORIES. ISRAEL 
SHOULD WITHDRAW, AND OBSERVE THE FOURTH GENEVA CONVENTION. 
JAPAN VOTED IN FAVOUR OF L. 14, BUT ABSTAINED ON L.16 
AND L.17 BECAUSE IT DID NOT AGREE WITH SOME OP PARA S. 
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MRS. BENTON (US) SAID US BELIEVED L.17 CONTAINED ALLEGATIONS 
WHICH HAD NOT BEEN ADEQUATELY VERIFIED. REPORT ON WHICH 
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DRAFT RESOLUTION WAS BASED PRESENTED "A SELECTIVE VERSION 
OF CONDITIONS IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES", 

AND DREW EXTENSIVELY ON "QUESTIONABLE SOURCES OF INFORMATION". 
US VOTED IN FAVOUR OF L.14 SINCE IT HAD LONG HELD 
THAT FOURTH GENEVA CONVENTION APPLIED THORUGHT THE 
TERRITORIES OCCUPIED SINCE 1967. US ABSTAINED ON L.16, 

AS IT DID ON A SIMILAR TEXT LAST YEAR. US HAD SAID IN 
THE PAST, IT CONSIDERED THAT THE ALLEGATIONS CONTAINED IN 
THAT TEXT WERE SERIOUS. THE QUESTION OF COMPENSATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MUST BE ADDRESSED BY THE PARTIES IN THE CONTEXT OF A 
FINAL SETTLEMENT. US DID NOT BELIEVE IT SHOULD BE PREJUDGED 
BY THE SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE. 

LIED (NORWAY) HAD ABSTAINED ON L.13 IN LINE WITH ITS 
USUAL STAND ON REPORTS OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. NORWAY 
OBJECTED STRONGLY TO SOME OF THE PROVISIONS IN THE 
DRAFT RESOLUTION AND WOULD HAVE VOTED AGAINST SOME OF THEM 
HAD THEY BEEN VOTED ON SEPARATELY. 

TAKALA (FINALAND), EXPLAINEING VOTES ON L. 16 AND L. 17, 

HAD SOME SERIOUS RESERVATIONS ON THEIR FORMULATIONS, 
PARTICULARLY AS TO THE OP PARA'S 4 AND 5 OF L.17. 

IT WAS MOST REGRETTABLE THAT SPECIAL COMMITTEE COULD NOT 
BE ESTABLISHED IN A WAY THAT WOULD HAVE CREATED BETTER 
CONDITIONS FOR IT TO DISCHARGE IT HUMANITARIAN MANDATE. 

AT THE SAME TIME, FINALDND DEPLORED ISRAEL'S CONTINUED 
REFUSAL TO ALLOW THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ACCESS TO OCCUPIED 
TERRITORIES. FINALAND COULD NOT ACCEPT ANY CHANGES IN THE 
PHYSICAL CHARACTER, DEMOGRAPHIC COMPOSITION, INSTITUTIONAL 
STRUCTURE OR IN THE STATUS OF THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

IT REPEATEDLY EMPHASIZED RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS IN THESE 
TERRITORIES. THE AIM MUST BE A SETTLEMENT TAKING ACCOUNT 
OF THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS, INCLUDING 
THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION. 

PITARKA (ALBANIA) VOTED FOR L.17 THOUGH IT HAD RESERVATIONS 
ON SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS. 

NDOUME (CAMEROON) SAID HIS DELEGATION HAD NOT BEEN 

PRESENT DURING VOTING ON L.14, L.16, AND L. 1 7, BUT 

WOULD HAVE SUPPORTED ALL THREE. HABYARIMANA (RWANDA) 

ALSO ABSENT BUT WOULD HAVE SUPPORTED ALL THREE RESOLUTIONS. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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4. COMMITTEE 1 - DETENTE, NON-USE OF FORCE, 

STRENGTHENING INTERNATIONAL SECURITY 

THE COMMITTEE RESUMED CONSIDERATION NOV. 29 OF THE 
SOVIET-PROPOSED ITEM ON ' DEEPENING AND CONSOLIDATION OF 
INTERNATIONAL DETENTE AND PREVENTION OF THE DANGER OF 
NUCLEAR WAR." IT ALSO BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF ITS TWO FINAL 
ITEMS - "CONCLUSION OF A WORLD TREATY ON THE NON-USE OF 
FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL REACTIONS," AND "IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE DECLARATION N THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY." CHAIRMAN BOATEN’S (GHANA) SUGGESTION WAS AC- 
CEPTED THAT SPEAKERS COULD REFER TO ALL OR ANY OF THE THREE 
ITEMS IN THEIR GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS. IN THE DEBATE, 
CHINA DENOUNCED THE "PERNICIOUS" SOVIET RESOLUTION AND 
DECLARATION, AND BYELORUSSIA, MONGOLIA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
SUPPORTED THEM. 

CHEN CHU (CHINA), AFTER ASKING WHAT THE RESULTS HAD 
BEEN OF THE US-USSR TALKS, SAID EVEN THE US PRESIDENT HAD 
TO ADMIT THAT THE NUCLEAR WARHEADS IN THE POSSESSION OF THE 
TWO COUNTRIES WERE ALMOST FIVE TIMES THE AMOUNT WHEN THE 
TWO-POWER TALKS BEGAN EIGHT YEARS AGO. DURING THAT TIME 
THE SOVIET UNION HAD EXCEEDED THE US IN NUMBER OF STRATEGIC 
WEAPONS BUT ITS CONVENTIONAL ARMS NOW REACHED THE TOTAL 
AMOUNT OF THE US AND WESTERN EUROPE TOGETHER. UNDER THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES, THE SUPERPOWER TALKS WERE "RECORDS OF ARMS 
EXPANSION AND RIVALRY, RATHER THAN EVIDENCE OF DETENTE." 
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THE SOVIET EXPANSION REACHED NEW PEAK IN AFRICA AND THE 
MIDDLE EAST, INCLUDING THE RED SEA. CHEN DECLARED THAT THE 
DRAFT RESOLUTION ON PREVENTION OF THE DANGER OF NUCLEAR 
WAR WAS ' ANOTHER MASTERPIECE OF THE NAKED POLICIES OF 
NUCLEAR MONOPOLY, NUCLEAR THREAT AND NUCLEAR BLACKMAIL 
PRACTICED BY THIS SUPERPOWER." IT WAS A MANEUVER TO DIVERT 
ATTENTION FROM THE UNPRECEDENTED SOVIET EXPANSION OF 
CONVENTIOAL ARMS, AND EVADED THE FUNDAMENTAL ISSUE OF THE 
COMPLETE PROHIBITION AND THOROUGH DESTRUCTION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. BOTH THE DRAFT RESOLUTION AND DECLARATION WERE 
"SINISTER IN INTENT AND PERNICIOUS IN INFLUENCE," AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHINA WOULD OPPOSE THEM. 

BYELORUSSIAN FOREIGN MINISTER GURINOVICH CONSIDERED 
THAT THE PRECEDING STATEMENT HAD "NO DIRECT PERTINENCE" 

TO THE QUESTIONS UNDER CONSIDERATION. DETENTE BROUGHT 
BENEFIT TO ALL NATIONS AND PRESENTED PROMISING 
PROSPECTS FOR THE DISSOLUTION OF COLONIALISM, ADVANCEMENT OF 
SOCIO-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE AMONG 
NATIONS. THE SOVIET UNION HAD LONG WORKED FOR THE PREVENTION 
OF WAR, BUT UNFORTUNATELY LEADING WESTERN POWERS CONTINUED 
TO BE RELUCTANT TO JOIN IN THE CAUSE OF PEACE. HE URGED THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO WORK CEASELESSLY TOWARD 
ELIMINATION OF WARS AND TOWARD EXPANSION AND CONSOLIDATION 
OF INTERNATIONAL DETENTE. 

ERDEMBILEG (MONGOLIA) STATED THAT THE CONCRETIZATION 
AND DEVELOPMENT OF THE CHARTER PRINCIPLE REGARDING NON- 
USE OF FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS AND ITS 
TRANSFORMATION INTO A UNIVERSAL AND BINDING NORM IN THE 
FORM OF A TREATY WAS A COMPLETELY ACCEPTABLE CONCEPT. 

THERE WAS NO ALTERNATIVE TO PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE IN 

MODERN RELATINS AMONG STATES. MONGOLIA, THEREFORE, COULD 

NOT UNDERSTAND THE POSITION TAKEN BY SOME THAT THE 

PROPOSED TREATY WOULD BE AN UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION OF PROVISIONS 

SET FORTH IN THE CHARTER, HE SAID, APPEALING TO ALL STATES 
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TO PARTICIPATE IN DRAFTING AND CONCLUDING A WORLD TREATY 
ON NON-USE OF FORCE IN INTERNATIOAL RELATIONS. 

SMID (CZECHOSLOVAKIA) SAID THAT THE IMPACT OF THE POLICY 
OF DETENTE HAD FACILITATED, AMONG OTHER THINGS, THE SOLUTION 
OF CONFLICTS AND LESSENING OF TENSIONS IN VARIOUS PARTS OF 
THE WORLD, AND HAD CRUSHED THE POLICY OF AGGRESSION AND 
COLONIALISM. WITHOUT DETENTE, NO PROGRESS COULD BE ACHIEVED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN DISARMAMENT OR IN OTHER FIELDS SUCH AS THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. 

5. COMMITTEE 6 - TERRORISM 

AT ITS MORNINGS MEETING ON NOV. 29, COMMITTEE CONTINUED ITS 
DEBATE ON INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM AND HEARD FOLLOWING SPEAKERS: 
UKRAINE, TRINIDAD/TOBAGO, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, VIETNAM, SYRIA, 

EL SALVADOR, YEMEN AND CYPRUS. 

STEPANOV (UKRAINE) BELIEVED THAT A VERY CLEAR DISTINCTION 
SHOULD BE DRAWN BETWEEN THE STRUGGLES OF PEOPLES FOR SELF- 
DETERMINATION AGAINST COLONIAL AND RACIST REGIMES AND OTHER 
FORMS OF ALIEN DOMINATION AND ACTS OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM. 

HE STRESSED THAT PUTTING AN END TO INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM 
WAS A COMPLEX MATTER, BUT URGED THAT MEASURES BE AIMED NOT 
ONLY AT THE "EVIL" AS SUCH, BUT ALSO AT THOSE "OCCURRENCES” 

WHICH ENGENDERED THEM. STEPS TO COMBAT TERRORISM WOULD NOT 
SUCCEED UNLESS THE MANIFESTATIONS WHICH WERE AT THEIR ROOT 
WERE DEALT WITH. HIS DELEGATION SUPPORTED THE APPEAL OF 
THE AD HOC COMMITTEE THAT IT BE PERMITTED TO CONTINUE ITS 
WORK. 
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SEALY (TRINIDAD/TOBAGO) SUPPORTED A RENEWAL OF THE MANDATE 
OF THE COMMITTEE BUT WAS OF THE FIRM VIEW THAT SOME 
WAY MUST BE FOUND OUT OF THE IMPASSE, "SO AS TO MANIFEST 
IN CONCRETE FASHION THE DEEP CONCERN EXPRESSED BY ALL 
MEMBERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AT THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM". HIS DELEGATION'S MAIN CONCERN 
AT THIS TIME WAS HOW TO MAKE HEADWAY IN THE AD HOC COMMITTEE. 

SOME MIDDLE GROUND MUST BE FOUND, HE SAID, BETWEEN 
THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH WISHED TO EXCLUDE CERTAIN 
CATEGORIES OF ACTS FROM THE COMMITTEE'S PURVIEW AND OTHERS

INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM AND SEARCHING FOR MEASURES TO

GA INVOLVEMENT AND THEY SAW A CLEAR NEED FOR A POLITICAL

7. COMMITTEE 3 - CHILE, NARCOTIC DRUGS 

COMMITTEE ON NOV. 29 CONTINUED ITS DISCUSSION ON 
VARIOUS SECTIONS OF ANNUAL REPORT OF ECOSOC. STATEMENTS 
WERE MADE BY: CZECHOSLOVAKIA, UKRAINE, MONGOLIA, 

YUGOSLAVIA, AUSTRIA, BOLIVIA, US, ARGENTINA AND TURKEY. 
CIRCULATED WERE DRAFT RESOLUTIONS L.38 AND 39 DEALING 
WITH ASSISTANCE FOR SOUTH AFRICAN REFUGEE STUDENTS. A 
REVISED DRAFT RESOLUTION (L.17/REV.1) WAS ALSO CIRCULATED 
THAT WOULD ACCORD PRIORITY TO THE SEARCH FOR SOLUTIONS TO 
"MASS AND FLAGRANT" VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS. 

SMID (CZECHOSLOVAKIA), SPEAKING ON HUMAN RIGHTS IN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHILE, SAID AD HOC WORKING GROUP HAD COLLECTED SUFFICIENT 
EVIDENCE OF THE CONTINUATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN 
CHILE. THERE COULD BE NO DOUBT THAT THE WORKING GROUP 
HAD FULFILLED ITS MANDATE. 

MRS. KING (US) SAID SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT WAS THE MOST IMPORTANT 
PART OF ANY ECONOMIC OR POLITICAL DEBATE. GREATER ATTENTION 
SHOULD BE PAID TO THE SUBJECT OF SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN 
THE UN. IT WAS IRONIC THAT SO MUCH TIME WAS SPENT DISCUSSING 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL RIGHTS AND SO LITTLE TO DISCUSSING 
HOW TO GO ABOUT IMPLEMENTING THESE RIGHTS. US SUPPORTED 
ECOSOC RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
WORKING GROUP TO STUDY WAYS TO REINFORCE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 
SECTOR IN THE UN. US ALSO SUPPORTED ECOSOC RESOLUTION 
WHICH DECIDED TO BRING TO ATTENTION OF GA REPORT ON 
SOCIAL AND INSTITUTIONAL REFORMS AS A MEANS OF INCRASING 
FOOD PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTING IT EQUITABLY AMONG THE 
POPULATION.

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TO NARCOTIC DRUGS, INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION COULD BE

DINCMEN (TURKEY), SPEAKING ON NARCOTIC DRUTS, SAID

IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF THE OVER-ALL CONTROL MECHANISM. 

ITS AIM WAS TO PROVIDE A SUFFICIENT LEVEL OF INCOME TO

ENGAGED IN POPPY FARMING BY NOT FIXING THE PURCHASING
